FROM THE WORLD'S TAIR. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 14, 1893. 


ARMY and Navy officers who have been on duty at 
the World’s Fair for several months, are now leav- 
ing for their commands.

Galbraitb, 1st Cav., from regimental recruiting 
duty at Des Moines, lowe, and appointing Capt. 
J. Q. Adams as his successor, says : 

During Lieut. Ga!braith's tour of regimental recruiting 
duty, he bas established successfully the Service in the 
State ot lowa, acd bas kept bis regimeat supplied with a 
most desirabie class of recruits. Io relieviag him, the 
Superiatendeat of the Service, the regimeatal commaader, 
desires to acknowledge the vaiuable service Lieut. Gal- 
braith bas rendered his regiment, and to express aoprecia- 
tion of the painstaking and arduous labor tue accomplish- 
poms ot the Service bas required on the part of Lieut. Gal- 

raith. 

In less than a year Lieut. Galbraith succeeded in 
enlisting in Lowa 168 desirable recraits for the regi- 
ment. Ool. Arnold, in giving Capt. Adams his in~ 
structions prior to relieving Lieut. Galbraith at Des 
Moines, says: 

The State of Iowa was assigned as recruiting territory for 
the lst Cavairy, and subsequently, on the request of the 
Superintendent, exclusive jJuristicuoa was giventoa dis- 
trict about Des M>ices, with that city as a centre, and a 
racius of ninety miles. Withia this section, recruitiag bas 
been confined to the present tims, and ao earnest effort has 
been made by Lieut. Galbraita to so localiz) aad popularize 
the Ist Cavairy there a3 to eaabie it to Couat upon che ses- 
tion in future for its recruits, To cootiaue this p>licy, it is 
the desire of the Superintendent that you coafiae your 
operations to the section named, and do ali ia your power 
to further and confirm the good impression of the regi neat 
ulready created. 

Col. Arnold is emphatic in his desire that on each 
recruit shall be impressed the heinousness of tne 
crime of desertion, and its consequeoces; aad that 
the recruiting officer, persoaaliy and earaestily, 
counsel all against it, making each recruit uader- 
stand that, after trial, if the Service proves distaste- 
ful, the Goverawent provides an honorable way for 
a soidier, Whose conduct aod service has been faith- 
ful, to terminace his enlistment. 

The above is but asynopsis of a correspondence 
which evinces in all ite details the desire to gain for 
the Army u class of desirable recruits,

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ARMY REPORTS. 


Brigadier General D. N. Flagler, Chief of Ord- 
nance, U. 8. A., presents a very interesting report 
of the operations of his busy department during the 
year, and asks that he be furnished with more offi- 
cers and five more clerks, and four millions of dol- 
jars, to carry on his work during the coming year. 
Attention is again called to the insufficiency of the 
appropriation for arming the wilitia. Work on the 
installation of a modern gun plant at Watertown 
and Watervliet is proceeding satisfactorily. It 1s ex- 
pected that the estimate of the outputat Watervliet 
will be exceeded. The cost of guns has not exceeded 
the estimate, and in timeit will probably become 
leer. On the completion of improvements now un- 
der way at the Sardy Hook Proving Ground guns 
and carriages can be transported direct from the 
manufactory tothe proving ground without break- 
ing bulk, with a great saving in labor and cost of 
transportation. A Gaintry crane bas increased the 
facility of bandling beavy ordnance and improve- 
mentsin the butts saves much time and labor in 
overbauling them. At Springfield the group of new 
fire-proof buildings has been completed, and the 
new steam power plant placed. Jt is proposed to util- 
ize the unused rolling mill at Frankford to sssem- 
ble the plant for the manufacture of smal! cartridges 
in one building, so as to provide for a possible out- 
put of 250,000 cartridges a day, instead of 36,000 as 
now. Alltbetests ot smokeless powders for small 
arms bave been carried on here with tbe exception 
ofafew at Benicia. A cbemical laboratory has 
been completed and put in use, 

Vork on the Springfield 45 was ended in June, 
and work on the new magazine gun, .30 calibre, was 
to have begunin October. It bas 88 parts, or four 
more than the Springfield. Special attention bas 
been given at Frankford to perfecting ammunition 
for it and for the 38 calibre revolver, and prepara- 
tion for manufacturing the new ammunition has 
been carried on actively. A sufficient quantity of 
Wetten powder has been ordered for immediate 
peeds. A full account is given of the work 
of the board on small arms, already re 
ported here. An interesting account is given 
of experiments to determine tbe character of 
the wounds inflicted by the .30 calibre bul- 
let, and allusion is made io the experiments 
with the head opened, 80 as to expose the lead and 
deform the bullet on striking. This lessens the pen- 
etrative power, however, and there are huomanita- 
rian oljections to it. It is found that the lubri- 
cant is uot required fora bullet with a German sil- 
ver jacket. Tue greatest height of the trajectory of 
the .30 calibre rifle is 3.85 feet (at 300 vards from the 
muzzie). For the Springtield it is 8.16 feet and for 
the Remington and Hepburn 7.7 feet. This greatly 
increases the danger space. Wiib a smokeless pow- 
der the recoil is one-balf that with the .45 calibre 
and black powder. The point of maximum press- 
ure is about 2 calibres in advance of the base of the 
bullet in the 45 and three calibresin the .30. This 
further lessens the sensation of shock as the maxi- 
mum pressure is less suddenly developed. 

In experiments with smokeless powders the best 
results have been obtained with those of Leonard’s 
Smokeless Powder Co., of New York, and the Pey- 
ton, furnished by the California Powder Works. 
The manufacturers of these powders have been en- 
couraged to proceed to manufacture it in quantities 
and bave piaced samples of considerable amount at 
the disposal of the Department for more complete 
test. ‘fhe results obtained with the Leonard pow- 
der, whichis an American powder, are very re- 
markable. The tests of this powder thus far made 
in field and siege guus have been mainly for the in- 
formation of the inventor in its development, and 
only sample lots bave been produced. No tests have 
as yet been made to determine its stability or keep- 
ing qualities under various conditions of storage.’’ 
{t holds marked prominence in firings with the 
5in. gun and with field guus. 

As smckeless powders materially shorten th; life 
of a gun itis proposed to u3e lining tubes or else to 
lower the ballistic requirements and accept results 
more nearly approaching those obtained with 
brown powders. 

A suitable smokeless powder should be provided 
for the .45 calibre weapons, a large number of which 
will contioue ip use, and for the .38 calibre revolver. 
All troops of cavalry, except Indian scoute, have 
now been provided with this calibre, and theammu- 
nition for it has been manufactured at Frankford. 
Capt. Godfrey’sadjustabie girt attachment has been 
adopted. The frout sight cf the field gun bas been 
modified in accordance with thesuggestion of Capt. 
J. B. Burbank, 8d Art. Horseshoes of ligot weight 
are to be ilessued as s00N as the stock on baud cau be 
disposed of. The appropriation to furnish artillery 
posts with the applhances for mechanical manceu- 
Vres is ooly sufficient to provide a limited supply tur 
tbe mcst important posts. 

The manutaciurers ace still at sea on brown pow- 
ders for cannon, finding it impossible to reproduce 
a satisfactory powder when one is obtained. 

A full account is given by Gen. Flagler of the 
tests of experimental guns, mortars, carriages and 
sbelis, which we bave reported from time to time. 
Doubt is cast on the value of the Brown segmental! 
wire gun. ‘Whether such pressures are desirable 
with guns of larger calibre is to be questioned, as it 
1s generally conceded among artilierists that the 
erosive action of the powder gas increases rapidiy 
witb the pressure. Even if the tests should prove 
that such pressures are admissible, it is questionsa- 
ble whether the bigh qualities of metal aemanded 

in this system of gun construction can be attained 
in guns of large calibre, except at an expense that 
would be pronibitive of their manufacture.” 

A favorable report has been mude on the Hotch- 
kiss 310. B. L. mountain gun by the Board for Test- 
ing Kiflea Cannon, and they believe that a piece of 
this type may safely be put to use in the Service.

TRIAL OF THE COLUMBIA, 


THE preliminary trial of the U. 8.8. Columbia, off 
the coast of Massachusetts, from Cape Ann to Cape 
Porpoise on Nov. 14, was most successful, and it is 
stated that all previous records were surpassed, the 
vessel making an average of 22.87 knotsan hour over 
a 44 mile course.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE preliminary trials of the Marblehead have 
been so satisfactory that no doubts are felt as to 
her ability to compete with the other vessels of her 
class inspeed and handiness. 


THE executive officer of the El Cid is Charles H. 
Hill, who entered the Naval Academy Sept. 24, 1875, 
graduated in 1880, was commissioned an ensign, jun- 
ior grade, March 3, 1883, and resigned June 30, 1884. 

DuRING the winter season the New York Nayy 
Band will give a concert at the Park every Friday 
afternoon, commencing Nov. 17. The concerts are 
to be entirely informal and for that reason will be 
thoroughly enjoyable. 

WorK on the Monadnock, at the Mare Island 
Navy-yard, is nearing completion, and it is said that 
her trials will come off early in the spring, when it 
is hoped her performance will entitle her to a high 
place in the efficiency list. Chief Eogr. Burnap has 
had charge of her machinery construction, and will 
be assigned to her for her maiden cruise. 


Toe U. 8.8. Philadelphia, steamed from Callao, 
Peru, to Honolulu, Hawaiian Islands, a distance of 
5200 miles, without stopping the engines or coaling 
ship, which is an extraordinary record for a war 
ship. She arrived in such good condition that she 
could have returned over the same course at once if 
required to do go. 

Work on the Montgomery is progressing as fast as 
possible, but owing tv difficulty in getting the ma- 
terial for the repairs to be made on the bottom of 
the ship, itis not believed that she can be prepared 
for commission until late in April of the new year. 
The amount of work to be done is not great, but it 
is where rapid progress is out of the question. 

H. M. 8. Havock, built by Messra. Yarrow and 
Company, is described as the fastest vessel in Her 
Majesty’s Navy. In her trial trip, Oct. 28, in spite 
ofa very heavy sea—the water finding its way even 
into the engine-room—she attained a mean speed 
during the thiee hours of 26% knots, the boilers 
keeping a plentiful supply of s.eam, with the pres- 
sures ranging from 160 /b. to 170 lb. and the engines 
averaging 360 revolutions per minute. 

To our suggestion, made shortly after the advent 
of Tobin bronze, that it would become a valuable 
material for the exposed under-water section of 
vessels, both inventor and manufacturer objected 
on the score of enbanced cost. But the demonstra- 
tion of the soundness of our views came with the 
preparation for the America-cup contest. Weare na- 
turaliy glad to hear that the Herreshoff firm has quite 
recently received an order for a twin screw steam 
yacht from a New York gentleman, to havea length 
of 185 ft., 22 ft. 5in. beam, 12 ft. draft, and that the 
builders estimate that the increased cost, in view of 
the longer life of the vessel and its freedom from 
the expense of frequent docking, should not exceed 
15 per cent. This, everything considered, is yery 
satisfactory, as in the instance of naval vruisers and 
sea-going yachts a small relative increase at the 
start is not importantin view of the results realized. 
Mr. Jobn B. Herreshoff, in estimating the original 
enhanced cost of a Tobin bronze immersed section 
over steel, at 15 per cent., and the ultimate saving 
during the life of a vessel at fully 35 per cent., 
through avoidance of docking expenses and re- 
duced consumption of coal, may by some be con- 
sidered opt mistic. It is, however, better to be an 
optimist than 4 pessimist inthe path of invention 
and construction. Moreover, it must be considered 
that the Herreshoffe are shrewd and careful! calcu- 
lators, exceptionally intelligent in details of con- 
struction, and they have never yet scored a failure. 
The name of the gentleman who has given the or- 
der is not published, but an-ex-commodore of the 
New York Yacht Club, rich enough to carte blanche 
the builders, may be thought of. The deck house 
will be constructed of aluminium.

ACCORDING to the Rasvedchik the general officers 
in the Russian Army number 1,164 in all, of 
whom 100 are full generals, 309 lieutenant-generals 
and 755 major generals. Of thie total number, 201 
generals belong to the Staff, 317 to the Infantry, 161 
to the Cavalry. 66 to the Cossacks, 225 to the Artillery 
and 92 to the E»gineers. Active service in the field 
had fallen to 916 out of their number, 


Tue Emperor of Germany has direvted the com- 
manding i. in accordance with the military 
rescript of May, 1874, that all officers compromised 
by gambling or usury proceedings must be tried by 
courts of honor. Those convicted of offending 
against the honor of their class will be forced to re- 
tire from the service. The Emperor also requests 
the generals to name to him the regimental com- 
manders who have disregarded his suggestions in 
favor of asimple and economical mode of life in 
the officers’ corps. 


Tue Engineer at the conclusion of some sharp 
criticisms upon our method of shipbuilding says: 
“A shrewd and quick-witted people like the Ameri- 
cans will not long allow themselves to be hampered 
by practices which have no other recommendation 
than use and wont. The evolution of steel sbip- 
building will, upon the whole, doubtless proceed 
with them upon much the same lines as it has with 
ourselves; but of this we may rest assured, the 
growth will be neither slow nor uncertain.” 


A CORRESPONDENT of the London Standard says: 
I know on the bighest authority that the edmiral in 
command of the Russian Fleet that has been visit- 
ing France was chosen in the following manner : 
The pames oi several admirals were placed before 
the Tzar by the Minister of Marine and the Tzar 
asked if they all spoke French. The Minister of 
Marine stated that they did, whereupon the Tzar 
immediately ordered that the names of suitable ad- 
mirals not speaking French should be given him, 
adding—“If 1 send an admiral speaking French 
fluently, God knows what he might say, and this I 
must prevent.”

EpWARD WELLS, JR. 
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THE PROBLEM IN HAWAII. 


TuE New York Sun calls attention to the fact 
that the explanation given in the ARMy AND Navy 
JouRNAL of the reasons for sending Admiral Irwin 
to the Sandwich Islands, in place of Admiral Sker- 
rett, was the only one that is shown by the result 
to have been correct. Our article of last week also 
foreshadowed the policy of the Government toward 
Hawaii, as this policy has since then been distinctly 
declared. We did not undertake to argue the ques- 
tion at length last week, because we were satisfied 
that it had passed beyond the stage of argument. 

Just previous to his lamented death, Oaptain 
Gilbert O. Wiltse gave us a confidential statement 
of the circumstances attending his action, and that 
of the American Minister, at the time of the trans- 
fer of authority over the Hawaiian Islands from 
Queen Liliuokalani to the Provisional Government. 
It was to the effect that those then authorized to 
represent the American Government were moved 
to the course they pursued because the information 
they possessed satisfied them that in no other way 
could they maintain the legitimate influence of the 
United States in Hawaii. ‘hey were satisfied at 
the same time that in maintaining the Provisional 
authority they were promoting good government, 
and the devclopment of the material interests, of 
the Sandwich Islands. Their action was in accord 
with the unbroken traditions of our policy, not 
only toward this little island kingdom, but toward 
all people who are seeking to improve their condi- 
tion by the destruction of the theory of hereditery 
sovereignty, and the overthrow of _ rulers 
corrupted by the license of inherited authority, If 
we could encourage to the extent of our legitimate 
influence the destruction of an empire ruled over by 
so enlightened a sovereign as Dom Pedro of Brazil, 
how much more should we sympathize with 
a people seeking to rid themselves of the demoraliz- 
ing 10 fluence attending the rule of Liliuokalani. 

Now we are told that not only were those who 
represented the United States in Hawaii a year ago 
mistaken in their policy, but that they were dis- 
honest in their action. And this statement is 
made, not in the heat of rhetorical declamation on 
the hastings, but in the official declarations of our 
Secretary of State, having the implied sanction of 
the President of the United States himself. What- 


ever may be thought as to the wisdom of assuming 


the control of the Sandwich Islands, it would seem 
that some way might have been found and should 
have been found to reverse the policy of the pre- 


ceding administration without so severely disturb- 
ing the idea of unity in executive action upon 


which the strength of a State depends. The line of 


action pursued with reference to Hawaii seems to 


us to create a dangerous precedent and to tend to- 


ward a loosening of the bonds of national integrity. 
If the existing Administration can thus bring to 
judgment before the world the good faith of the 
Administration preceding it, it may in its turn be 
made the victim of like accusations by those who 
may later seek to reverse its policy. Thus our na- 
tional diplomacy will lose its dignity and force, 
President Harrison, and those representing his au

thority, held title by the same warrant as his sue- 
cessors, and what they did was, so far as it was not 
in distinct violation of the law, the act of the 
American people. It should receive due respect 
accordingly, even though it be assumed that the 
results of the last Presidential election are to be ac- 
cepted as the declaration of a change of purpose on 
the part of the people. 

Our Government can have its legitimate influ- 
ence abroad only so far as‘it is willing to accept ac- 
complished facts and give to ‘* horse sense” a higher 
place in administrative counsels than it sometimes re- 
ceives. What we want in the Sandwich Islands, if 
we do not annex them, is a stable government 
that will favor American interests, and we should 
do whatever we can to establish such a government 
short of embroiling ourselves in war. We certainly 
should not go out of our way to re-establish an au- 
thority which in the judgment of those far bet- 
ter informed than the American Commissioner to 
Hawaii, Mr. Blount, is hostile to our interests in the 
islands. 








THE ADJUTANT GENERAL, 


Last week we referred, in brief, to the appoint- 
ment of General George David Ruggles to be Adju- 
tant General of the Army, and have noted since 
the many commendations of the appointment 
throughout the press of the country. Certainly the 
mantle could not have fallen on worthier shoulders. 
In the field and in the bureau for the past thirty- 
three years General Ruggles has exhibited quali- 
ties which eminently fit him for the position. Of 
great force of character, intensely eernest in all he 
undertakes, with a wide experience of the entire 
Army, its needs and necessities, he is thoroughly 
equipped, mentally and physically, for the respon- 
sible and arduous duties which now devolve upon 
him at the seat of Government. His military record 
is of the best. Graduating from the Military Acad- 
emy in 1855, he was appointed to the Second In- 
fantry and haa his full share of frontier service. 
From 1857 to 1861 he was adjutant of his regiment, 
and in addition served for a tame as Acting Adju- 
tant General of the Department of the West. In 
1861 he was appointed to the Adjutant General’s 
Department and during the war his service was of 
the most distinguished character. 

He was engaged in many battles, including 
Cedar Mountain, the two days fight on the Rappa- 
hannock ip August, 1862, Waterloo Bridge, Gaines- 
ville, Groveton, Chantilly, South Mountain, An- 
tietam, Snicker’s Gap, Hatcher’s Run, assault and 
capture of Petersburg, the pursuit of Lee’s army 
and the closing scene at Appomattox Oourt-House. 
Four brevets, lieutenant-colonel, colonel and brigs- 
dier-general in the Regular Army and brigadier- 
general of volunteers, attest his gallantry, the last 
being ‘* for meritorious services” during the opera- 
tions resulting in the fall of Richmond and the sur- 
render of Lee. With this brief resumé of a busy and 
eventful career it can only be said in conclusion 
that the President made no mistake when he be- 
stowed this high and honorable position upon this 
worthy son of New York, born in Newburgh and 
appointed from Poughkeepsie. 








THE Engineer.once more takes occasion to com- 
pliment the officers of our Bureau of Naval Intel- 
ligence. ‘It is strange, but true,” it says, *‘ that 
we in this country are always indebted to United 
States officers for most valuable information con- 
cerning what takes place in our own ships of war. 
We have had occasion to call attention to the phe- 
nomenon before now. The cause of it remains un- 
explained. The source of information is now, as 
it has been before, one of the volumes issued from 
time to time by the United States Office of Naval 
Intelligence, for the receipt of which we are in- 
debted to the courtesy of Lieutenant-Commander 
Cowles, United States Navy, Naval Attache. This 
book contains an admirable account of the Inter. 
national Columbian Naval Rendezvous and Review 
of 1898, and a report on the naval manoeuvres of 
1892—not only those of Great Britain, but those 
of France, Germany, Austria, Russia, and Japan. 
As regards the first, it suffices to say that nothing 
approaching it in thoroughness has been published 
in this country.” It extracts from what it callsa 
singularly able report upoa the naval manq@uyres 
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of 1892,” a list of casualties affecting no fewer 
than seventeen British ships and twelve torpedo 
boats. The Army and Navy Gazette also refers 
with admiration to our system of freely distribut 
ing naval information instead of hiding it away in 
confidential reports. Of the English reports it 
says: ‘Very stringent regulations are in force 
with regard to the safety of these confidential 
books, and a story is related of an officer who, 
fearful of the consequences that might ensue from 
the loss of any one of them, promptly hada box 
made by the ship’s carpenter to hold them, screwed 
them down and, addressing them to the Secretary 
of the Admiralty, stowed them in the hold against 
the day when his sbip should pay off. What seems 
to be needed, says the writer, is some kind of guide 
book tothe confidential works supplied to each 
ship, which an officer on appointment could obtain 
at the Intelligence Department previous to join- 
ing.” 





AT a meeting of survivors of the Cavalry Oorps, 
Army of the Potomac, held at the Headquarters, 
Recruiting Service, Army Bailding, New York City, 
November 15, the Buford Memorial Association 
was organized with an executive committee of 
twenty-five and the following officers : Obairman | 
Major General D. McM. Gregg; vice-chairman, 
Brevet Major General W. Merritt; secretary, Brevet 
Brigadier General T. F. Rodenbough; treasurer, 
Colonel C. McK. Leoser. It is proposed to erect a 
simple but substantial mark on the spot from which 
the first gun was fired on the Union side at Gettys- 
burg, in memory of that distinguished general and 
typical American cavalryman, John Buford, and of 
the achievements of thé Cavalry Oorps in the 
Gettysburg campaign, which began with the battle 
of Beverly Ford, Va., June 9, 1868, 








Key West is. as often heretofore, said to be the 
place where funds, arms and ammunition are now 
being raised for the very latest insurrection in 
Cuba. Large amounts have been contributed by 
compatriots at Key West, says a despatch, who feel 
sure of victory now that the home Government's 
attention is turned to the trouble in Morocco. Some 
will believe this; many won't. 





AT the Quadrennial Congress of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion this year, at St. Paul, 
Companion Thomas M. Anderson, of Oregon, intro- 
duced a resolution “ That it is the sense of the Con- 
gress that men of foreign birth should not be en- 
listed in the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps of the 
United States unless they have previously taken 
out naturalization papers.” 





Weare informed by Gredible authority that the 
statements recently published as to the bad con- 
dition of the U. S. 8. Chicago are not correct. The 
Chicago, both hull and mathinery, with the single 
exception of one of the émaller boilers, 1s, we are 
assured, in a superior condition to what it was when 
the yesse!l left the United States. Certainly nothing 
will require the vesse!l’s return home until some time 
during the coming summer. The Chicago is doing 
excellent service and has performed since attached 
to the European Station more than the usual 
amount of cruising. 











LIEUTENANT CHARLES L. COLLINS, llth U.8. In- 
fantry, I[ospector of Small Arms, Department of 
Colorado, in his recent report for the target year 
1893, gives some interesting statistics and says: “On 
the adoption of a new regulation for small arms fir, 
ing, or a modification of the present one, it is earn- 
estly recommended that a small hand-book contaia- 
ing the essential features In simple lauguage be 
issued for use by the enlisted men, both on the 
range and in the non-commussioned officerr school, 
and that whatever pertains tothe theoretical be 
published separately as & mark of reference."’ 








Cotoyet J. Forp Kent, U.S. A., Inspector Gen- 
eral of the Department of Dakota, contributes to 
the general disapprobation of the ‘‘ ten years law’ 
in his recent annual report, in which he says: “The 
evils of the legislation secured during the last Ad- 
ministration, which permits the discharge of the 
good men before the completion of their five years 
term of enlistment, and which forbids re-enlist- 
ments of private soldiers after ten years service, has 
filled the ranks with recruits and has very much 
changed the character of the enlisted strength of 
the Army. Men cannot now enlist for a life profes- 
sion; they grow restive and are anxious for dis~ 
cbarge; re-enlistments for asecond term are very 





few, and company commanders complain that 
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‘rom the material in ranks, it is very often impos- 
sible to select the complement of good warrant effi- 
cers.”’ 


In an article on Trafalgar Day, the London Times 
refers to the fact that Nelson’s “was the sea-trained 
fleet,” while his adversaries had been trained in 
barbor. Ln his conversations en route to St. Helena, 
reported in the Century, Napoleon gave the same 
explanation of the ill-sucocess of the French fleet, 
and describes the efforte he made to keep his ves- 
sels aisea. — 


CoMMENTING upon our report that Commodores 
Walker and Ramsay had been examined for pro- 
motion, the London Army and Navy Gazette is 
moved to say: “ This idea of Commodore Walker, 
who was recently an acting admiral and Com-~- 
mander-in Chief of the United States squadron in 
European waters, being examined as to bis qualifi- 
cations for an office he has already held, and with 
some distinction, savors to us of faroe.”” Concern- 
ing Commodore Ramsay, the Gazette gives us this 
bit of information: “It is understood tbat Com-~ 
mander Ramsay will be re-appointed Chief of the 
United States Bureau of Navigation to succeed Ad- 
miral Benham, who will command the North At- 
lantic Squadron next spring.” 

















Tue dealings of the English Commercial Com- 
pany with the Matabele of South Africa is repeating 
the experierce of the East India Company in for- 
mer days and is likely to havethe same result in the 
acquisition of British territory. The ignorant and 
arrogant Matabele warriors received a lesson they 
are not likely to forget when they attacked a 
laager defended by Gatling guns and magazine 
arms in the bands of keen sportemen trained in 
shooting big game. Matabeleland is reported to be 
so rich in gold that its acquisition will have an in- 
fluence upon the gold supply somewhat similar to 
that resulting from our acquisition of California. 
Bat the Matabele are not yet subdued, and it will 
probably take more than one severe lesson to per- 
suade them to yield possession of their territory. 








Tse British Army, like our own, ie passing 
through its little agitation on the question of com- 
batant titles and a more strictly military status for 
its medical officers. An Eoaglish Army surgeon, in 
a recent letter to the Army and Navy Gazette. goes 
back equarely on the majority of his professional 
brethren. He says: 


There are a few officers of the Medical Department, and 
Iam one of the number, who find that the proper care of 
the sick and attention to savitary duties is quite enough 
without baving the many onerous duties of combatant offi- 
cers to perform in addition. No man can efficiently perform 
the duties of two professions at the same time; be may get 
through them after a fashion, but an indifferent fashion. I 
am quite certain that we are every year retrogradiog in our 
efficiency as medical officers in proportion as we take more 
upon ourselves the duties of combatant officers, * * * * 
At the many inspections at hospitels bv principal medieal 
Officers at which I bave beer present, I bave been struck 
bow very rarely any question is asked about tbe medice! or 
surgical treatment of the ——— the great desire a,,pears 
to be to get away to see the hospital orderlies drilled and 
inspect their kits, etc. 


Another, evidently one of the “few,” contributes 
an interesting letter to the same effect, in which he 
patheticaily remarks: 


If army doctors would only realize that by the present 
position which they are taking up they are losing al! the 
advantages of the past, I think they would pau<e io 
movement. The one end and aim of their existence is, or 
ought to be, the welfare of their patients. It matters not 
what amount of gold lace they wear or what titles they 
possess or ey their raison d'etre is strictly medical. 
The truth is, the medical offiver o! toe present day is falling 
between two sto: ls—combatant duties ani medical—and 

is impossible for bim to avoid coming to the ground. 


This last correspondent further adds: 


The term doctor is not one of reproach—it is not so in 
civilian life, and it ought not to be looked upoa as such b 
medical officers any more than the title “ Padre,” by whic 
our chaplains are known, is feltasan insult by them, * * 
Iam not Geayiag the good work done by the Army Medi- 
oe) Steff, both in peace and in war—that goes without say- 
ing; but [ wish to point out that the medical officer who 
will retain the affection of the combatant officers, aad who 
will be honoring bis own profession, is the one w o will 
show by bis daily life that the care of the sick is his first 
consideration—that he isa medical officer first,a “soldier 
officer” afterwards. 








LIEUTENANT STewaRt Murray, of the ‘British 
Army, winds up a recent volume on “ Fire Discip- 
line, its Foundation and Application,” with a few 
words so apt and pertinent that they will bear re. 
peating. He says: 


The task of Fire Discipline is, in the pell mell firing line 
under the utmost stress of modern battle, still to achieve 
obedience and order, But at critical moments ia the stress 
of the pe!l mell, the soldier can only act it u. ow 
then is obedience to be maintained? Maoifest:y only by 
making obedience instinctive; by the strictest 
the very muscles «f the soldier instinctively obey the word of 
command, both in the field and oo tne parade grouad, 
ways and everywhere. We likewise require that he be 
trained, by constant practice in the pel! meil and controlled 
mass fire, till he falla ae agp many | into new units out of the 

li) mell and instinctively alters his rate of fire according as 

e bears the orders, siow, rapid, magazine. Owing to the 
great loss of officers,in parte of the pell mell, the soldier 
may be left leaderiess, and must therefore be trained to 
“ fight on by bimeelf.” We see that the requirements for 
such “ fighting on by bimself" are (1) confidence in bis abil- 
ity to bit at sbort ranges and to use bis bayonet effectively, 
@) fighting intelligence developed, so that he shall know 
why be ig there and what he bes got to ao, (3) constant in- 
struction in bis duties when “fighting on by himeeif,” (4) 
constant practice in “fighting on by bimeseit.” Further 
thao this we cannot go, but must seek to develop to the 
utmost those feelings which despise death, namely, the 
feelings of duty, patriotism, honor, pride of arms, esprit de 
corps, of every individual soldier, and trust to these to 
carry him victoriously through the modera ordeal! of fire, 
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Or our twenty-one naval chaplains twe are 
Roman Catholics, eight Episeopalians, five Metho- 
dists, two Presbyterians, three Baptists and one Dis- 
ciple of Christ. Harrison, who 1s a Presbyterian, 
appointed one Methodist, one Episcopalian and one 
Roman Catholic; Cleveland, who is a'so a Presby- 
terian, appointed one Methodist and one Roman 
Catholic; Arthur, who was an Episcopalian by 
adoption, but the son of a Baptist clergyman, ap- 
pointed, one Presbyterian and one Disciple; Gar- 
field, who was a Disciple, appointed two Episcopal- 
ians; Hayes, who was a Presbyterian, appointed 
one Episcopalian; Grant, who was a Methodist, ap- 
pointed two Baptists, two Methodists and three 
Episcopalians; Johnson appointed a Methodist aud 
a Baptist. This refers only to the chaplains on the 
active list. Of the chaplains appointed by Lincola, 
one, 8 Presbyterian, remains on the active list. 








Or the nearly 10,000 men enlisted in the Army 
during the past year, seyen placed themselves on 
record as lawyers, three as dentists, two as chem- 
iste, thirty-nine as druggists, six as newspaper men, 
eight as civil engineers and surveyors, two each as 
actors and artists, four as draughtsmen, a»d sixty- 
two as school teachers. Twenty-six students en- 
tered, thirty-nine salesmen, thirteen photographers 
and one doctor. One music teacher and a piano 
tuner were accepted, and are now in Service; car- 
penters numbered 204; painters, 106; cooks, 108; 
machinists, 106; butchers, 104; printers, 95, and 
bakers, 91. Of 86 who gave no occupation 78 were 
Indians and eight white men, and of the 2,240 la- 
borers,enlisted 13 were Indians. Farmers numbered 
nearly 1,200; clerks, 377: farriers, 16; blacksmiths 
96; teamsters, drivers and coachmen, 376; horse- 
men, two; horse trainers, three; liverymen, twe; 
jockeys, two; riding teacher, one, and hostlers and 
grooms, 92. The bookkeepers were 52 in number; 
stenographers, seven; hotel clerks, three; type- 
writers, two, and shipping clerk, one. There were 
besides 86 tailors, 77 miners, 78 barbers, 75 engineers, 
74 shoemakers, and 69 sailors. 








CoLtoneEL Ropert P. Hvueues, Inspector General, 
U. 8. A., in his annual report, states that the mili- 
tary departments in the various colleges are slowly 
but healthily improving, but there remains atill 
much to be done, and in the line of progress be sug- 
gests that ‘the details of officers as military pro- 
fessors be for the term of four years. Divide these 
details into two classes—one class to be relieved 
every two years. Havea congress of the military 
officers at colleges of designated geographical dis~ 
tricts convened every two years, shortly before the 
new year’s work begins, at which both the old and 
new details should be present, and at which a full 
and open discussion of the work done and methods 
pursued should be had. A record of the proceed- 
ings of the meeting to be kept, and a copy of this re- 
cord forwarded to the War Department at the close 
of each session of the congress.”’” There can be no 
question of the value and practicability of these 
suggestions, emanating as they do from an officer 
of Col. Hughes’s well known experience and habits 
of deep research into the whys and the wherefores 
of all things military. 








Tae impression which has gotten abroad that 
General Schofield is opposed to issuing brevets for 
service in Indian campaigns under the act of 1890 is 
not borne out by the facts. Under the Act of Feb. 
27, 1890, the records were carefully examined with 
much labor, by the Major-General Commanding the 
Army, and 146 officers were recommended by him 
for nomination to the Senate for brevet appoint- 
ments. Butin the further attempt to execute the 
law, much embarrassment was caused by the lan- 
guage of Section 2, that the brevet commiasions 
* * “shall bear date from the passage of this act: 
Provided, however, that the date of the particular 
heroic act for which the officer is promoted shall 
appear in his commission,” and, accordingly, in 
January, 1891, by letter from the Major-General to 
the Secretary of War, the subject was placed before 
Congress with view to an amendment, as indicated 
by House bill 13862, 51st Congress, and a similar 
Senate bill. The bills were favorably reported, but 
further action was not had by that Congress. The 
attention of the 524 Congress was then called,to the 
matter and copies of the recommendations were 
sent by the Seoretary of War May 27, 1892; but ac- 
tion by Congress was not had, and the subject was 
then rested where it was in 1891. The proposed 
amendment to Section 2 was: ** That such brevet 
commissions as may be issued under the provisions 
of this act (Feb. 27, 1890) shall bear date from the 
particular heroic act for which the officer is pro- 
moted.” The purpose of the law was doubtless to 


enable the President to do, at its late date, precisely 
what might have been done had such a law been 
enforced at the time the gallant service was ren- 
dered; and with that in view, the amendment to 
Section 2 was recommended,

SECRETARY HERBERT is authority for the state- 
ment that there wil) be noimmediate change in the 
command of our naval forces at Rio, which de- 
volved on Capt. Picking of the Charleston, when 
Admiral Stanton was recalled. 








Brps are to be opened by the War Department in 
December for the purchase of 10,000 rounds of 
smokeless powder for the new small arms. There 
are only three concerns in the country which can 
make this brand of powder, so the bidding will be 
limited, 





LIEUTENANTs of the Army, ambitious for a com- 
mission in the Ordnance Corps, will have an oppor- 
tunity to compete for the prize on Deo, ll next, 
when & board of officers will be convened to conduct 
the examination. The competition is open to alj 
lieutenants of the line under thirty years of age who 
have served two years as an officer. | 








THE new Army Register for 1894is in process of re- 
vision for the Public Printer. Advance sheets are 
already being received. The only noticeable change 
this year will be the dropping out of all staff ser- 
vice. That portion of the index giving the pages to 
lineal rank will also be dropped out. 








THE Navy Department has invited bids for fur- 
nishing the rapid fire guns for the new gun boats. 
Twenty-seven sets in all will be required. The 
Hotebkiss and Driggs-Schroeder guns only will be 
accepted. The price is expected to tell thestory as to 
which of these two firms will get the greater number 
of guns. 








CoMMODORE SKERRETT will be promoted to the 
rank of rear admiral by the retirement in the 
spring of Admiral Irwin, who suceeded him in 
command at Honolulu. He will sail for the Asiatic 
Station Nov. 21. Mrs. Skerrett and her two unmar- 
ried daughters, who have been at Honolulu with 
the Admiral for some time, will accompany him to 
Asia, making their residence with the American 
colony in Yokohama. 





“*THOSE Regular Army officers,” says the Chicago 
Herald, *‘who bave been attached to the Columbian 
Guard during the summer take their departure 
with the good wishes of the public. Perhaps that 
portion of Chicago’s population which gives din- 
ners, balls and receptions will regret them most, be- 
cause the warriors were handy in society. But those 
who were acquainted with the workings of the Co- 
lumbian Guard will give the officers crediv for the 
courtesy, even temper and good sense they dis- 
played in dealing with the small troubles that arose 
on the fair grounds. The officer of the day, before 
whom prisoners were brought, had no judicial 
powers, yet he usually managed to settle disputes, 
adjust differences and patch up quarrels without a 
resort to the police courts. Nearly all the Regular 
Army officers alternated in this office, and they all 
made a creditable showing. They were polite, for- 
bearing and good natured, and their bearing has 
done much to increase the good will of the public 
toward the gentlemen who wear shoulder straps and 
carry swords in Uncle Sam’s legions.”’ 








Orricers holding commissions from the United 
States will have to resign if they desire to take ser- 
vice under the Brazilian flag for the purpose of aid- 
ing in suppressing Admiral Mello’s rebellion. Three 
applications for leave for the purpose of joining 
President Peixoto’s forces have been made, but none 
of them will be granted. Captain E. L. Zalinski, of 
the 5th Artillery, the dynamite gun expert, wanted 
to go on board El Cid to superintend the working 
of her dynamite gunin the attack upon Mello’s 
fleet,and Minister Mendonca was very anxious to 
secure his services, as it is doubtful whether any 
other officer cun be found who can do as good work 
with that weapon as he. Secretary Lamont will 
not grant his request, however, and Secretary Her- 
bert will also disapprove the request of Admiral 
James H., Gillis, retired, whose services were iu de- 
mand on the extemporized Brazilian fleet now fit- 
ing out at New York. Lieutenant G. L. Carden, of 
the Revenue Marine Service, applied to Secretary 
Carlisle for a year’s leave with a view to taking ser- 
vice on this fleet, and his request will also be de- 
nied, the authorities taking the ground that the 
Constitution of the United States and the rules of 
international law would not admit of officers of 
this Government entering the Navy of a foreign 
power.

THE RAPID-FIRE GUN TRIAL. 


Tue Board that tried the 6 pounder Sponsel, 
Hotchkiss and Driegs-Schroeder rifiss at lLodian 
Head, Nov. 1, 2 and 3, 1893, consisted of Lt.-Comdr, 
OC. 8 Sperry, Lieut. N. BE. Mason and Prof. P R. 
Alger, signing the majority report, ano Lt..Comdr. 
A. R Couden, signing the minority. Tae report of 
the Board is as follows:

81n: Tbe Board appointed by your order of Oct. 10a 
copy of which is appended, for the trial of the Hotchkiss, 
Driggs-Schroeder and Sponsel 6 pounder R. F. guns, bas the 
honor to report as foliows : 

Tbe trial took place at the Naval Ordnance Proving 
Ground, Indian Head, Maryland, on Nov. 1, 2, and 8, 1898. 
The representatives of the Sponsel and Driggs-Schroeder 
Companies were present on ail three days. Mr. Sponseland 
an expert mechanic in tbe interest of tne Drigas Company, 
were also in attendance. The representative of the Hotch- 
kiss Company was present on the first day only, and no ex- 
pert was present in its interest. The guns were all served 
by a crew of four men, belonging tothe proving ground, 
the representativ:s of each company being afforded the op- 
portunity of explaining the manipulations of the mechan- 
ism before operations were commenced. 

The guns used were tbe Sponse!l gun, belonging to the 
company, ard the Hotchkiss 6 pounder No, 44, and Driggs- 
Schroeder No. 75, belonging to the Goveroment. The 
Hotchkiss and Driggs Companies each submitted breech 
blocks and mechanism of new design whicb replaced the 
service biocks in the guns used. After an inspection of 
the mechanism by the Board, the trial was taken up ae fol- 


lows: 

Ten service rounds fired slowly from each gun to observe 
the action of the mechanism.—This test was satisfactory with 
al three guns, 

Ten service rounds were fired at the butt from each gun as 
rage as the smoke would permit, in order to note the facility 
of ing and aiming. 

The crank handle of the Driggs-Schroeder gun is on the 
left of the gun and the sight and shoulder bar on the right, 
The loader stands atthe left entirely clear of the line of 
sight and after placing the charge in the gun, closes the 
breech himself, which he can do with ease, owing to the 
ligntoess of the block. Tbe housing of this gun being closed 
over the top of the block, there is some chance that the 
lo«der’s bands may be caught by the upward swing of the 
block in closing. This disadvantage bas been obviated by 
the fact that the loader bimself closes the breech. It is not 
necessary to set the cartridge as far home before closing 
the breech as wita the other two guns, but the closed hous- 
ing concealiog the chamber, more care is necessary in the 
inserting. Two men perform the operation of loading, aim- 
ing and firiog with ease and rapidity. 

Tbe Hotchkiss gun nas the shoulder piece on the left side 
and the sight and crank on the right side. The motion of 
ciosing the breech does not interfere with the line of sighr. 
The loader stands to the left. Toree meno are necessary to 
perform the operations of loading, aiming and firing. 

The Sponsel gun has the shoulder piece on the left and 
the sight on the right. The crank moves in a plane perpen- 
dicular to the axis of the gun. Toree men are necessary to 
perform the operations of loadiog, aimiog and firing. The 
loader stands On the left and the man closing the breech on 
the right. The crank handle moves through a semicircle in 
a plane perpendicular to the axis of the gun. As the crank 
handle is thrown up in closing the breech, the man’s band 
passes about two inches b2low the line of sight. For rapid 
fire at a moving target it is necessary to keep the gun on 
the target as nearly as possible during the operation of 
loading, but the effort necessary to raise the block causes 
the breech to be thrown forcibly, first one side and then to 
the other at the instant the loading is completed, ani the 
gun captain is endeavoring to correct bis aim. The effect is 
all the greater owing tothe leverage due to the distance 
from the face of the breech to the centre of the pivot and 
is met by the gun captain in the direction of his least 
stability. 

The thrust of the crank bandie of the other two guns be- 
ing in a plane parallel to the axis of the gua does not tend 
to lateral deviatioao, and the effect on the elevatiog isslight, 
tre leverage being less and the disturbance being met by 
the resistance of the gun captain’s shoulier being firmly 
placed against the shoulder piece. Owing to the lictie effort 
required to close the Driggs biock, the derangement of the 
aim is less than with the Hotchkiss. 

ten rounds without aim as a test of rapidity, the guns 
being loaded at the start.—Fo~ tae Hotchkiss, time 33 6 sec- 
onds; One miss tire oo ths sixth round fired on tne secoad 
ull. For the Driggs-Schroeder, time 27 seconds. For the 
ponsel, time seconds; there were several failures to 
cock, owing to the guano captains having kept a slight strain 
on the lanyard, the effect being that tne sear did not engage 
and the case let the firing pin down easily with»ut ticiag. 
The houstog being opeosed over the blocks of the Hotch- 
kiss and Sponsel guns, the cartridge entered with great fa - 
cility aod the band can not be caught.

Fire, replace one extractor, and fire, noting time from fire 
to fire.—Hotcbkissa, time 12 and four-tenth seconds; Driggs- 
Schroeder, time 3 minutes 9 seconds. Delay in this opera- 
tion with the Driggs-Schroeder guo was caused oy acci- 
deataily shoving the crank shaft back while attempting to 
ship the crank lever after the locking spriog had been put in 
place. This jammed the spring in the crank svaft jouraal. 
Sponsel, time 19 seconds. 

Defective ammunition.+—Five cartridges were prepared 
for eaco gun by turning down the primer caps until they were 
about 0.005 inch thick. Tne defective rounds were aitern- 
ated with good, 

Excessive pressures. From each gun were fired, one round 
for sixteen tonsa pressure, two rounds for eighteen tons, and 
Jour reunds for twenty. 

The Hotcukiss, five defective rounds were fired; the pri- 
mer blowing back each time, and f»ur good rounds alter- 
nating without delay or failure. Upon dismounting much 
dirt was found in the mechanism, but no injury except the 
slight upsetting of the firing pin. 

Tne Driggs-Schreeder. First blow-back biew out the 
| sire cap. Heaa of case fell off when gun was opened, 

roke firing pin, otherwise mechanism uniojured. The in- 
dications were that the temper of the firing pin was too 

bigb as another bad been previously broken by accidentally 
snapping. No more firing pins were on band at the Prov- 
ing ground and the trial was postponed for the time being. 
be mechanism baving been chaoged and a new firing plo 
of lower temper baving been procured and put in piace four 
more blow-backs alternuting with good rounds were fired. 
Atter each biow-back the firing pin stuck ana would notgo 
home. It was 1eadily cleared so as to fire properly by hold- 
ing back the sear spring and then setting the tiring bolt 
home by tapping on its bead. This operation being repeated 
a few times cleared tbe bolt without dismounting the me- 
chanism, but the difficulty increased with each fire; upon 
dismounting the mechanism was found to be very dirty but 
uvivjured except a very slight upsetting of the firing pin. 


* Note, defective ammunition. Blow backs.—The primer 
cap is made Sv thin that the force of the explosion blows it 
out, allowing the gas, residue and smell pieces of the pri- 
mer, to be driven into the mechanism with great force. 
is an accident that might happen witb bad ammunitiou« 
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The Sponsel. First-blow-back—fired and loaded with a 
good round, misred fire; dismounted, cleared mechanism 
and reloaded, missed fire three times. Loaded with another 
cartridge. missed tire twice, fired on third trial. Second 
blow: beck—fired,loaded with good round,missed fire—firing 
pin stuck—dismovunted end found firing pin bolt much 
clogged with residue. Occupied some minutes in cleaning. 
Replaced and fired a good round after one wiss-fire. Third 
blow- beck—fire¢, Joaced with gooa round missed fire, fired 
op second trial. Fourthblow-back—fired and loaded with 
good round, firing pin stuck, broke lanyard on second 
pull; dismounted, cleaned firing bolt and fired out burr 
caused by gas scoring seat of firing bolt which prevented 
its going bome, found end of sear broken, but this did not 
sffect the working of the mechanism, it would cause slight 
inconvenience in dismounting only. Firet a good round. 
Fifth blow-back—firing pin stuck hard, dismounted and 
cleared oceania which was very foul, no other injuries 
than noted. 

The charges necessary were previouslyjdetermined by ex- 
periment and were as follows: 

16 tons—400 grammes Scbagticoke shell, bottom of case; 
230 grammes Schagticoke rifle, top of case. 

18 tons— 409 grammes Schaeticoke shell, bottom of case; 
900 erammes Schagticoke riflle, top of case. 

20 tons—400 grammes Schagticoke sheel, bottom of case; 
$25 grammes Schagticoke rifle, top of case. 

No pressure gauges were used in the guns under trial, as 
in blowing out, with excessive pressures, they may cause 
serious injury to the bore. All the guns were gauged about 
tbe housing before and after the firing. 

The firing was done by a!i the guns without failure, acci- 
dent or jamming of the block, and the jgauge showed no 
changelin the dimensions after firing. 

Test of Extractors.—A case was loaded with sand and an 
empty shell, and was thickly covered with resin to such an 
extent that it could not be sent home with the hind within 
less than one and a quarter inches. It was then forced home 
in each gun by repeated blows from the mechanism and a 
mallet. None of the tbree mechanisms had sufficient power 
to withdraw the cartridge. The leverage of the Hotchkiss 
crank bandle was increased by slipping over it a piece of gas 
pipe. After repeated trials the head of the case started, and 
the cartridge was backed out from the muzzle. The lip of 
the extractor was somewhat bent, and a slight burr wes 
raised on*the upper edge of the extractor slot. The Sponsel 
guo could not extract, and the cartridge was backed out; 
the mechanism was entirely uninjured. Thetwo extract- 
ors of this gun are somewhat similar to those of the Hotch- 
kiss, but they are housed in the block whiie the extractor 
stud engages in a slot in the side of the breech mortise, The 
consequence of this arrangement is that the block drops car- 
rying the extractors with it. Their sharp lips move down- 
ward and to the rear in a slanting direction, and score a 
flange on the head of the case. 

Tbe Driggs-Schroeder in endeavoring to extract after re- 
peated trials, using all the force that could be applied to the 
crank bandile, broke its left extractor near the pivot, The 
mechanism was otherwise uninjured and the other extractor 
evabled the gun to be worked. The block was removed be- 
fore backing out the cartridge, which is always possible 
with this mechanism when the extractors are jammed. 

The trial of the guns was concluded. The weight of the 
breech block with the mech#nism and crank handle was 
found to be as follows: Driggs-Schroeder, 35.25 pounds; 
Sponsel, 59.50 pounds; Hotchkiss, 67.25 pounds, 

In simplicity, the mechanisms do not differ materially and 
other things being equal the less the welght of the mechan- 
ism the better. In this respect the Driggs-Schroeder is much 
superior to the otber two guns. 

Broken extractors may be replaced in the Hotchkiss and 
Sponsel guns without removing the biock, and in this they 
are superior to the Driggs-Schroeder. The mechanism of the 
Hotcb kiss is not aa rapidiy clogged by residue as that of the 
other guns, and is less liable to be affected in its action by 
bere usage or ordinary wear than that of the Driggs-Schroe- 

er. 

For the purpose of comparing the types of breech mech- 
avism upon the weight of the after portion of the gun, the 
weight of that part in the rear of asection five inches for- 
ward of the of the tube and its ratio to the total 
weight of the gun were computed, the biock and mechan- 
ism being in place. The result was found to be for the 
Hotchkiss thirty-six per cent. and for the Driggs-Schroeder 
twenty-five per cent. A drawing from which to make the 
same computations for its gun could not be obtained from 
the Sponsel Company, but the form and weight of the rear 
pereten 08 that gun differed very slightly from that of the 

otchkiss. 

The weigbt of the guns being equal the less the weight of 
metal necessary to house the breech mechanism is, the 
greater the amount available for increasing the length or 
strength of the chase. In this respect the Driggs-Schroeder 
8 superior to the others. 

The Board places the guns tried in their order of merit as 
follows: First, the Hotchkiss; second, the Driggs-Sehroeder, 
and third, the Sponsel. 

The difference in favor of the Hotchkiss as compared to 
the Driggs-Schroeder is slight, but the inferiority of the 
Sponsel to both the others, particularly in the interference 
in Se Sees of loading and aiming of the gun is 
merked. 

The :otroduction of different types of rapid fire guns into 
the Service bas very grave disadvantages. Guns being of 
the same system and their parts interchangeable may all be 
maintained ready for action even though a sufficient num- 
ber of parts bave been broken to diasabie several of the guns 
were they of different types, Breakage is more or less 
frequent with all rapid fire guns and the parts are so dif- 
ferent of manufacture that they can rarely be replaced ex- 
cept by the makers. Nothing but a marked superiority can 
justify the introduction of a new type of gun when others 
of the Same type are in the Service.

2. One less man is required for the working of the gun; 
that is three men are required insteaa of four. This is im- 
portant in crowded places especially. 

3. The power required to manipulate the Hotchkiss gun is 

very fatiguing after a few rounds, and the rate of firing 
vill inevitably decrease. On the other band very little power 
8 required for the Driggs-Schroeder,and the rate can 
Daintained for a long time witbout sensible fatigue. 
4. The Driggs-Schroeder is more easily kept on the target 
because the jar due to the movement of the block is scarcely 
‘pparent, while it is marked and troublesome in the Hotch- 
ss, on opening and closing the breech. 

5. The lightness of the breech enables a better distribution 
of the weight for safety in, use. This isshown practically 
oy the guns tried, 

6. The number of working parts is considerably fewer 
than in the other guns, tbe action more direct and the mech- 
tuism simpler. These points cover the essentials of a rapid 
ire gun and the order oi merit should in my opinion be— 
rst the Driggs-Schroeder, second the Hotchkiss, and third 
ie Sponsel. 

The statement in paragraph 58, which asseried that the 
otebkiss gun will probably stand the incidents of service 
vetter than the Driggs-Sebhroeder, isin my opinion unwar- 
muted by any facts in the knowledge of the board. Such 
foformation as is available leads me to the opposite conciu- 
on.

tHE STATE TROOPS 


COL. HALL’S REPORT ON THE PEEKSKILL CAMP, 


ADJUTANT GENBRAL PORTER has received a copy 
of the report to the War Department by Col. R. 
H. Hall, 4th U. 8. Inf., on the camp at Peekskill 
last summer, to which he was detailed. 

Col. Hall says: The aggregate strength of these 
22 organizations was, according to the data fur- 
nished me, 6,222, of which number an average of 
about 82 per cent. was on duty as directed. The 
camp is in admirable condition, and provided with 
all essentials, except permanent barracks and 
quarters for a well-equipped military post. The 
State is fortunate in having on duty at the camp 
several thoroughly competent instructors and in- 
spectors, who are vigilant to discover and imme- 
diately correct such errors as are made; and this 
condition of things, with the generally evident de- 
sire on the part of the organizations under instruc- 
tion to make the best use of this careful supervision, 
resulted, with a few exceptions, in marked improve- 
mentin drilland discipline during each organiza- 
tion occupancy of the camp. 

A noticeable defect in each organization was the 
lack of instruction im the school of the soldier, 
although this was less marked in the 10th Battalion 
of Albany and in the 22d Regiment of New York 
city than in the other commands. The neglect of 
this preliminary teaching was painfully apparent 
in the first drills, in extended order. The corpo- 
rale, unaccustomed to the exercise of so much au- 
thority, were in general embarrassed, lacking in 
self-confidence, and hesitating in manner, with the 
inevitable results of the absence of that alertness 
and snap on the part of the men which should 
characterize this important drill. The hesitancy 
spoken of, and which showed lamentable neglect of 
proper bome instruction, was not always confined 
to corporalse, but extended to sergeants, and even in 
some organizations to the commissioned grades. 
The first drills were much confused also, the same 
organizations being excepted, by the incessant con- 
versations carried on in the ranks. 

In each command guard duty was at first crudely 
performed, but in each command improvement was 
made therein during the tour. The 22d Regiment 
was particularly noticeable for the life and vigor of 
its sentinels. The manner in which this regiment 
performed its guard duty would serve as a model 
for any troop. 

The instruction of the Ist and 2d Batteries of the 
National Guard, from July 31 till Aug. 5 was princi- 
pally a school for the drivers. These batteries had 
been associated with Light Battery K, lst Art., on 
the march from New York City, July 29 till July 31, 
and while in camp they had the opportunity of see- 
ing this battery drill. The improvement in battery 
movements was manifest from day to day as the 
drivers became accustomed to their work and the 
horses, which | was informed were never before 
used for battery purposes, grew familiar with their 
surroundings and learned what was required of 
them. 

I know of no means by which, under existing laws, 
the War Department can do more than it bas 
already done to advance the interestsof the New 
York National Guard. An officer of the Army inall 
ways most admirably fitted for the Service, is now 
on duty with the Guard as instructor, and he has 
done, and is still doing, much to promote its profi- 
ciency, by his :frequent visits of instruction to the 
several organizations. 1 was informed by State au- 
thorities that bis services to the State are regarded 
as of great value. 

But it is thought that the efficiency of the Guard 
would beimproved by the speedy disbandment of 
each organization which, by its cunduct at the 
Camp of Instruction and its failure to profit by ite 
tour there showed its lack of appreciation of the 
military advantages to be derived from such ser- 
vice. The 8th Regiment of New York City, and the 
9th Separate Company, of Whitehall, are, ‘n pres- 
ent efficiepey and in seeming desire to improve in 
such marked contrast to the other organizations 
which appeared at the Camp this season, that | 
gave to the State authorities my opinion that dis- 
banding them would work good results on the 
generally efficient organizations remaining; and 

this { felt authorized todo under the invitation 

giyen me to make such suggestions asI thought 

would promote the interests of the Guard. 

During my presence at the Camp of instruction I 

was treated by the State officials;with never failing 
courtesy and consideration, and with unbounded 

hospitality. Every facility was given me to obtain 

for the War Department the information it desired 

me to seek, my every request, even the most trivial, 

beiug responded to with alacrity.

EXHIBIT OF OONTINENTAL IRON WORKS. 


A VERY interesting display was made at the 
World's Columbian Exposition at Chicago, by the 
Continental [ron Works, which is largely engaged 
in the production of corrugated furnaces for use in 
internally fired boilers, both for marine and land 
purposes. This form of furnace has been in use since 
1877, and its adoption has been almost universal in 
marine boilers of the Scotch type. Up to the pres- 
ent time over 65.000 of them have been made in 
Europe and the United States, and the demand is 
continually increasing. In this country they are 
made only by the Continental Iron Works, and the 
samples exhibited at the Exposition are remarkable 
in many respects. They comprise furnaces with 
flanged ends for attachment to the back connection, 
also straigbt end furnaces for use where it is pre- 
ferred to flange the back tube sheet of the boiler. 
One notable example is a furnace 43 inches inside 
diameter by 22 feet 2 inches long, and % of an inch 
thick, 1n one continuous length. Included in the ex- 
hibit is a sample of steel steam pipe, a duplicate ot 
one of the pieces which tbe Continental Iron Works 
is furnishing the Wm. Cramp and Sons Ship and En- 
gine Building Company for use in the U. 8. cruisers 
Columbia and Minneapolis. This pipe is made of 
steel piaies rolled and welded into cylinders, and 
the flanges are formed of steel of much greater 
thickness than the body of the pipe, and welded to 
it. The pipeis then thoroughly annealed and the 
flanges faced off, the bolt holes drilled and the fin- 
ished product is finally subjected to a rigid test and 
inspection. The Continental Iron Works is also 
largely engaged in the production of a variety of 
welded and forged work, notable among which are 
welded digesters for producing wood pulp for paper 
manufacture. Ail the seams of these vessels are 
welded so that there is no possibility of a leak oc- 
curring. Nearly one bundred of these digesters are 
in successful operation, mony of them being 7 feet 
in diameter and nearly 30 feet long. The exhibit 
throughout is of decided interest and should receive 
the attention of all visitors interested in mechanical 
and engineering matters.
